part of the land. I welcome you to the 
beloved and hallowed soil which gave you 
birth. 
It is hallowed soil, indeed', and'we 


Rhode Islanders are always, and justly 
proud of our of noble heritage ; for it was 
on tliis, our native soil, that the groat and 
glorious principle of religious 
liberty, 


which had 
fearfully 
agitated the 
old 


world, and contending for which thousand! 
of human beings suffered a martyrs death. 
It was here in Rhode Island, "where we 
were born, that this sacred and eternal 
principle of religious liberty—freedom to 
worship God in an unmolested manner, 
according to the dictates ol each one's 
conscience—and absolute separation be- 
tween church and state, was first thorough- 
ly, practically and successfully demon- 
strated by Hoger Williams, John Clnrke 
and their associates. From the first settle- 
ment of the State to the present time, the 
authorities have ever scrupulously guarded, 
and the people have ever constantly and' 
sacredly cherished, this hallowed and im- 
mortal right of man. 


In the dark and stormy days of the 


American Revolution, no Colony was more 
fimer, devoted^and entKusatic, in Its oppo- 
sition to fhe oppression of the mother 
country, and the sons of none1 were more 
valiant and self-sacrificing in their defense 
ol the rights of freemen, than our anecs- 


Jhe meridian of life, and a large number in 
the prime and vigor of intellectual and 
.physical strength. It is timpossible to im- 
agine the varied emotions of joy and sad- 
ness which throb in our bosoms.

;girf island is as beautiful now as it was in 
the days of your childhood ; our climate is 
as:^elicious and healthy as it was then, and 
maty old landmarks in various parts of the 
city still remain to remind you that yov are 
at htme once more. 
Many of you will ob- 


serve that the old churches, where you 
once worshiped, have all disappeared, with 
a-single exception, or have been sn re- 
modeled that you will scarcely recognize 
them-'ts the shrines where you received 
.your <-arly religious 
instructions; 
the 


school houses where you were educated 
have OTQStly if not entirely been demol- 
ished:; end on the green fields where you 
rambled and played in childhood's happy 
days, ioeatly and elegant man sions have 
been-ereoted. The Newport of to-day is 
not the Newport which many of you left 
in your boyhood and girlhood years .

remaining, which you cannot fail to re- 
cognize. 
The noble beaches where the 


sublime tmd eternal anthems of Jehovah 
are ever heard; the spacious and beautiful 
harbor inviting an extensive commerce to 
its bosom; 'the rock-bound shore which 
has -repelled the dashing

waves.of the ocean since the morning of 
creation,; the^old Stone Mill, with its al- 
ternate classic and matter-of-fact tradition- 
ary history ; the Redwood Library where 
Dr. Channing "studied Theology without 
an.iustruator :" the Hanging Rocks where 
Bishop fierkely wrote his "Minute Philos- 
opher," "Paradise" mid "Purgatory," the 
old Synagogue, the first erected in the 
'United States, -where the Jews ever wor- 
shipped in an .unmolested manner, the 
Cemetery, where repose the remains of the 
Jews 
who nt-arly a century ago ' weere 


among the promenent merchants of New- 
port, at the time the principal importa- 
tions from -Europe- weere made to this port 
and when it was thought by a few progres- 
sive people that at some distant day New 
York might posgibl,y rival Newport as a 
commercial and mercantile 
city i with 


other monuments of the past, nearly all 
remain unchanged, to remind you that you 
are once more at home on your green na- 
tive isl'j ofthe eea: But the companions of 
your childhood ! where they ? Here and 
there and yonder an? a few whose warm 
hands will give you the token of early 
friendship, nnd'your co nTersations of early 
days will be pleasant indeed. Alas! as you 
walk through the cemeteries you will find 
that a large number of the comrades of 
your youth are there 
calmly reposing in 


death's long repose. 
But their spirits arc with you to-day as you
